IMPORTANT CABINET MEETING- HELD 


Eeplies to German, Russian and Chinese 


Envoys Formulated, 
Emperor and 


Empress Issue Edict for New 


Palace and Capital 


Berlin, Sept. 21—A Taku dispatch soys that yesterday evening the Pel Tang 
forts opened fire on the Russian infantry camp, wounding 25 men. 
"Since 


early morning the German howitzer ba tterjt has been shelling1 the forts and 
towns." 


London, Sept. 21—A disnatch from Shang-hai to Berlin says that the allied, 


forces have captuerd the Pel-Tan?: and Lutai forts with great loss. It also 
declares that .preliminary to peace, Germany has insisted on the destruction 
of the Chinese coa&t defences, as well as the Yans-tse forts. 


It adds that Viceroy Yunff Lu is threatened with arrest, and haa fled from 


Pekin to Pao Tingr Fu. 
'• 


Sir Chih Chen Ix> Feng Luh, the Chinese minister here, was In defiant 


mood, "When asked the meaning: of the reported bombardment of the Pel- 
Tang and Xiutal forts, his excellency declared that if the imperial defences a£ 
the mouth of the Pel Ho had been riddled with shells by the allies China 
should immediately declare war against the powers which participated in Ihe 
assault. 


"It is incomprehensible," he continued, "why the powers should suddenly 


have had an. overmastering; desire to destroy these forta. There were no mis- 
sionaries inside them, nor any foreigners requiring reacue. It constitutes a 
gratuitous insult to China, and puts the powers In an attitude demanding ^k 
defence If the attack was really as unprovoked as It seems." 


The Chinese minister does not believe that the German emperofr Intended 


his "vengeance proposal" as an ultimatum, nor that any of the powers look 
upon it thus. 


"The --ewers must realise that Jt Is quite impossible for China to agree t'o 


any violent degradation of the dowager empress or of Prince Tuan, If either 
of them is punished the reigning dynasty will crumble and civil war will 
follow." 


The secretary of state for India has received the following dispatch frojn 


General Dorward, hi command of the British troops at Tien Tsin, dated 
Wednesday, ^pternber 12: 


"Occupied the headquarters of the B oxers at Tel Liu, 25 milesfrom Tien 


Tsin September 10. The enemy fled to Sheng Fang. Tei Lin was destroyed 
but the large neighboring city, Chins Hal, was spared, on condition that Sir. 
Green, a missionary, and two ladies and two children, who were known, to 
be in hiding at HE! Nap Hsten, would be brought in sa ity to Tien Tsin. 
The mandaring accepted the conditions. 


"Sheng Pang, 30 miles distant^ is the last of the Boxers' stronghold^ near 


Tien Tsin." 


"Washington, Sept. 21—After tTTe cabinet meeting today the following of- 


ficial announcement was made: 


"The government has reached a dete rmination relative to the Chinese sit- 


uation. It will he made public as soon, as it will be communicated to the 
powers." 


It was definitely known that three notes have been prepared, one in reply 


to the German proposition, the other on the last Bussian. proposal, and one 
relative to the Chinese government communication asking the government 
to clothe Mr. Conger with power to treat with Prince Ching. The note will 
be made public by tomorrow. 


It is understood the United States will reject the German proposal, mak- 


ing punishment of the leaders of the outbreak a condition

to 


peace negotiations; that the reply to Russia will be a statement favoring 
withdrawal with honor at the earliest possible moment: that the reply rela- 
tive to the proposition that Minister Conger be clothed with i»owers to treat 
for settlement! at once will be a reminder that the United States' preliminarx 
condition of restoration of order Has not been eomplied with.

at the homes of the men on strike at the 
Coxe collieries, attempting to induce 
them to go to work. 


The men say he did not meet with 


much success. 


President Mitchell made his appear-

There Is strong prospect that if eon)- 


ditions remain as they are today, the 
Weber Brothers' shoe factory will be 
moved to Brockton within a sh'ort 
time, and that the city will lose one of 
its best industries, which now employs 
over 200 people and which has planned 
enlargements that would double the 
capacity of the ghop. 


A. C. and T. F. Weber and the su- 


perintendent 'of the shop have been in 
Brockton this week, returning home 
last evening. The company, has been 
offered by the citizens of Brockton 
nattering inducements if the industry 
is moved there. Mr. Weber was seen 
this afternoon arffi said that his ans- 
wer to Brockton would have to be 
given in 10 days and tuat the pros- 
pects were that the company would 
move its plant. 


The reason for this is that the com- 


pany has not room here to build the 
additfon it had planned. This is be- 
cause of a dispute to the title of the 
land in the rear of the present fal- 
tory on Holden street where the ad- 
dition which was planned last spring | 
was to have been built. As remem- 
bered the cempany was given permis- 
sion by the city council to build the ad- 
dition. But -when work was begun the 
WirJds'or comoany threatened suit if it 
was continued, claiming the title to a 
part of the land on which thebuilding 
was going1. This stopped the work and 
as under the circumstances the Web- 
ers do not care to bring on legal com- 
plications, they 
are considering the 


chanlge to Brockton, 


The land in dispute was sold -to Mr. 


Pairfleld many years ago by the Wind- 
sor company. By him it was aold to 
the co-operative shoe company, and 
came into the possession of the Web- 
ers from W. G. Cady & Co. when thev 
started in business. The title is clear, 
but one of the bounderies is the river 
bank, and the Windsor company claims 
that the river bank is back to a dis- 
tance that would make the land left to 
the Webers too email for the bufldinir. 


Several prominent men have- inter- 


ested themselves in the matter, but 
nothing definite has been done. The1" 
Webers claim the land, but do not care 
to incur litigation over it. The prop- 
erty involved is a small piece, to 
which there is no entrance aside from 
the right of way qf the Webera, and 
is not valuable. 


The plant of the* Weber brothers was 


bought by them for $20,000 and the ad- 
dition was to have cost about $15,000, 
and would have enabled the employ- 
ment of about 200 more hands. 


The loss, unless it can be revented, 


would be a serioua one to the, city's 
interests.

, The entrance to th« Baker house was 
fcffected by breaking on* of the windows 
In the r«ar. The hour was 2 o'clock in 
the mornlnr. and this fact, tog-ether with 
fche circumstance that tht homestead Is 
SH miles outside of Ashburnham, in- 
jured for the desperadoes th» proba- 
pilllty that they would not be interrupted 
In their work.

*ne»neer, "ii the watchword of raihroad 
men, but there are occasions when 
prompt action in crises results disastrous- 
ly. In the early fifties I was running a 
passenger engine oa a -line that i» now 
a part of the Boston and Maine system. 
The advantage of being watchful was 
made apparent to me several times while 
I was in the freig'at service, and I bad 
accustomed myself to be ready at all 
times for any emergency that might arise. 
In those days we did not have heavy 
steel rails, rock ballast and the other 
modern improvements that make railway 
travel so safe and comfortable now. One 
of the greatest sources of danger r.-ns 
the comparatively light iron rails. 
In 


extremely cold weather broken rails were 
not uncommon, and many bad wrecks 
were cai<std by them, 


"One night in January, 1855, I was 


hauling the Montreal express from Con- 
cord, N..H., to White River Junction. It 
was very cold, and there had been con- 
siderable snow, but the road had been 
kept open with plows, and there was no 
difficulty in .making time on my division. 
I had left Concord 25 minutes late and 
•was doing my best to make it up. Near 
Canaan we passed over the Summit of 
the ridge that divided the upper two- 
thirds of the road into two slopes, each 
of them having at its steepest pari a 
grade of about 60 feet to the mile. Once 
started on the down grade we made up 
tiise rapidly. We were running probably 
45 miles an hour—good time for those 
days—when there -was a jar and a grind, 
and my side of the engine sagged for an 
instant. I knew instinctively what the 
matter was, and I reversed my engine. 
My band had scarcely grasped the lever 
when, after a succession ef crashing 
blows, the grinding ceased, and the en- 
gine righted itself. I could not stay my 
arm, however, and the engine was in the 
back motion when the tender stopped 
jumping. Then, as 1 looked back, I saw 
the rear end of the baggage car leap out 
from the track and strike the bank on my 
side of tbe road. 
*•• 


"Every car left the track. The rear 


end of the baggage car turning in toward 
the bank forced the one following it out, 
and two cars were thrown down the em- 
bankment, which was about 25 feet high. 
Four persons were killed outright, and 
many were badly injured. The indica- 
tions wene that there had been a fracture 
of the rail, and the shock and weight on 
the unsupported ends when the forward 
wheels of my engine reached them 
caused short sections to break off, mak- 
ing a gap of perhaps four feet. The in- 
tense cold had taken the temper out of 
the iron and made it extremely brittle. 


"When I studied the positions of the 


cars after they stopped and the general 
features of the accident, an idea came to 
me, and it was with considerable appre- 
hension that I made my report to the offi- 
cers of the road. Much to my surprise, 
however, I was commended for stopping 
my engine BO promptly. My own opinion 
as to stopping my train quickly was that 
I had caused the wreck and the conse- 
quent casualties, and I resolved that if I 
ever struck a broken rail on a straight 
track again I would not reverse my en- 
gine. I had before me the fact that my 
engine, its tender and the front wheels of 
the baggage car had passed over the 
break without being diverted from the 
straight line in which they were moving. 
It was after the front wheels and before 
the rear wheels of the baggage car had 
passed over the break that the effect of 
reversing the engine was exercised. My 
theory was that the jar from the back 
pressure of tbe engine bad caused the 
cars to sway, or, as I believe it is ex- 
plained scientifically, to seek relief from 
pressure in the direction of the least re- 
sistance, so that fh the caso of my train 
tbe pressure made the rear end of the 
baggage car and tbe front end of the 
next car swing in toward the bank, with 
the result that the wheels, when freed 
from the rail at the break, were forced 
to one sids and did not remount tbe rail 
again at the end of the break, as those on 
the forward part of the train had done. 
The front end of the second car plunging 
against the bank and the additional 
shock caused by its leaving the rails 
forced the rear end of it out toward the 
opposite side. .That and tbe momentum 
of the remaining cars tore the outside 
rail out, and the rear cars, meeting no 
further resistance, went down over tbe 
bill."I was firmly convinced that bad I not 
reduced tbe speed of my engine and thus 
jammed the qars together, or, in other 
words, have kept my train stretched, all 
tbe cars would bave crossed the break 
and remounted the rail as the engine had 
done. 


"Severa! months later, near'tbe same 


place, after rounding a carve leading to a 
stretch of straight track, my fireman, 
who was able to see ahead, noticed a sec- 
tion of rail out'and called across tbe cab 
to me. A moment later, as we struck 
tbe tangent, I saw it myself, and, re- 
straining the natural inclination to re- 
Terse, I merely pulled the throttle wide 
open. 
My fireman was so thoroughly 


amased and frightened that he clung to 
his seat, while I braced myself against 
the aide of the cab. Then there came a 
mighty clatter and racket, and for an in- 
stant I thought we were gone, but I felt 
that I had done tbe best thing I could 
do, whatever happened. We weren't 
gone, though. JDrery wheel of. the engine 
went over the break. I couldn't se* the 
cars for the dust, but I knew they were 
safe, because there was no backward pull 
or jar. 
My engine needed new springs 


before she conTd run again, and there 
.was mighty little (lass left in tbe cars. 


"When I told the master mechanic 


what I ha* done, be said my theory was 
correct, bnt added: 
" 'It would h<t* been nil up with you, 


Barerfkeless, if it hadn't worked right. 
Somebody would bave known that yon 
ram Into the break at full speed in brond 
daylight, and your railroading would 
have ended right there.' 


"I believe mjr theory Is accepted every- 


where BOW. 
Tbe bieycl* is a good exam- 


ple of it. AM long as yon drive it ahead 
its tendency Is to stand erect and mgve 
forward in a straight !mr, but if you'lct 
it lag it is bound to wabble,"—New lork 
Commercial Advertiser.

THE OreANlNG OF Il% 


' It is well to read a recent report by 
the Judge Taft commission to the 
Philippines in connection with the re- 
ports that are now coming to the 
United States of present Insurgent 
activity. The matter may thus be ex- 
plained. In yesterday evening's Tran1- 
ecript was printed a, cable message 
from General MacArthur reporting iri- 
surgent attacks alm'ost simultaneously 
in m*ny quarters. Things look queer 
on the face of them, but the report 
made by the commission lets in. the 
light. The report referred to is in reply 
to an inquiry sent August 17, by Sec- 
retary of War Hoot to Judge Taft, ex- 
pressing the president's desire for in- 
formation ecacercUis the conditions in 
the Philippines and the commissioners' 
views as to measures to be adopted. 
An instructive part of the reply ia as 
follows: 
"Distribution cf trotops in 300 posts has 
by contact largely dispelled hostili- 
ties and steadily improved the temper 
of the people. This improvement, fur- 
thered by abuses of insurgents, affirms 
that larger numbers of people long for 
peace and axe willing to accept govern- 
ment under the United States. 


"Insurgents rJot surrendering after 


defeat have divided into small guerilla 
bands under general officers or become 
lad rones. 


"Policy of leniency, culminating In 


amnesty, had marked effect to induce 
surrenders until defining of political 
Issues ia United States, reported here 
in full, gave hope to insurgent officers 
Btill in anna of changed policy and 
stayed surrenders to await result of 
ejections. 


"Disturbances In parts of islar.d, 


kept up, arid avowed by insurgent proc- 
lamation and orders to influence elec- 
tion, do not show unfriendly attitude of 
majority of people of provinces where 
they occur, but only activity of small 
insurgent bodies in mountain! fastness- 
es, whence they Issue for usually harm 
less night attacks or murderous am- 
bush of omall American squads, or to 
collect contributions of recruits from 
people 
terrorized 
by cutting out 


tongues, cutting 
t>ft limbs, burying 


alive, murder and plurider. 


"Difficulty of detection enables In- 


surgents to maintain a surveillance 
over people even in some garrisoned 
towns. Uncertainty as to future policy 
of United States and detenselessness of 
people without arms largely prevent 
them aiding Americans in suppressing 
outrages. 


"It is conceded by all but men in 


«.rms, and Is Implied In their procla- 
mation, that If election confirms pres- 
ent policy retnriant of insurrection will 
disappear within 60 <Ja.ys by surrender 
of leaders and fading out of rank and 
file. Existing Insurrection organization

"Cha.ngre of policy by turning islands

Every other man is a sportsman and 
ke«pa a hunting dog and of course a 
gun. More attention in paid to the for- 
mer than to the latter, possession of a 
good hunting dog being the first requi- 
site, the gun an after consideration. 
Any femd of a gun -will do, but only a 
good dog can find quail. 


The setter Is the favorite type of dog, 


the Irlflli Better predominating, and 
what these prairie fanners do not 
know about a dog is not worth know- 
Ing. They congregate at night and tell 
of their successes during the day and 
of the working of their dogs. They 
•wfll brag up the canines and never 
take any credit to themselves for good 
marksmanship when they bring in a 
full game bag. They put the dog first 
to all their calculations. When a stran- 
ger arrives, he immediately becomes 
an object of interest, and before he Is 
quite settled he is engaged in conver- 
sation with several who are anxious to 
sell him a dog or to be retained as a 
guide tftilead him to the best hunting 
grounds!

NATURAL GAS MAN IN TROUBLE 


Wrathful Agent From Plattsburg Has 


Him Arrested Here 


Joseph H. Tarpley of Plattsburg, N. 


"ST., came into town last evening direct 
from Cleveland, Ohio, hot on the trial 
of the "natural gas man," who has 
been showing his wares and selling 
burners at 33 Main street. Mr. Tarpley 
has a grieveance and this morning he 
had the gas man, W. M. 'Wiggins, by 
name, arrested on a mesne process, 
Deputy Sheriff Frink making the ar- 
rest. 


Wiggins is a general agent for the 


Champion oil burner c'ompany of Cleve 
land, Ohio, and Tarpley was recently 
appointed sub-ag-ent for the 
three 


counties of Franklin, Essex and Clin- 
ton inl New York state. His claim is 
that he and a good many others were 
swindled, but he is not just sure as to 
what he wants now. His purpose in 
following the case is to make it clear 
to the people of his home town that he 
was in no wise connected with the af- 
fair, except as h* was also deceived 
with the rest of them. When he has 
donte this he will be satisfied, he says. 


His claim is that although the sam- 


ple burner shown by the agent works 
all right, those sent to customers will 
not work. Mr. Wiggins was in Platts- 
burg and sold a large number of the 
burners. He then made Mr. Tarpley 
hia local agent there, and left, saying 
he was going to Schentectady. 


He did not locate there, however, and 


Mr. Tarpley had hard work to find him. 
When Mr. Tarpley took the agency, he 
had to buy 40 burners and was sup- 
posed to pay $190 for them. He had 
nothing to do with the delivery of the 
burners ordered through- Mr. Wiggins. 
Each customer paid the latter $2 when 
the burner was ordered and was sup- 
posed to pay $5 more when) they ar- 
rived. 


Mr. Tarpley, after taking the agency, 


went on selling burners, and mean- 
while those ordered in Plattsburg ar- 
rived. Mr. Tarpley so'on received word 
that the burners had arrived in Platta. 
burg and that none of them would 
work. He at ontee dropped his work, 
and started out on a hunt for Wig- 
gins. 


Not knowing the latter's 
-where- 


abtouts, he went on. to Cleveland, where 
the company announces that it -has a 
factory. At the address of the factory, 
he aays there was nothing but a priv- 
ate house, with a shed in) the rear, 
where the office of the company is lo- 
cated. By means of a registered, letter, 
Tarpley located Wiggins in this city, 
and at 'once came on. He claims that in 
the Cleveland freight house there was 
a large lot of burners that had been re- 
turned from Waterville, N. T. 


On arriving here he met Wiggins by 


accidenit and had a short talk with 
him. Nothing was said about Tapley's 
Intentions to have Wigrgms arrested, 
however. 


Tarpley claims that the 40 burners 


he took as agent arrived before th'ose 
ordered some time before for private 
customers of Wiggins did, but says he 
did not take his out of the freight 
office. 


What he wants now is to have Wlg- 


glna shown up, as he *ay», so that 
Tarpley himself can clear his skirts of 
any connection with the company, for 
the benefit or his own reputation In 
Plattsburg-. 


Wiggins was seen at the police sta- 


tion thi» afterno'on and says that he 
knows nothing or any cause for action 
agalntet him. Ho says so far as he 
knows the burners delivered are the 
same as the sample shown, and that 
never before has he heard any com- 
plaint of their falling to work. He nays 
T»rpley was mad« agent in good faith 
and that he ban no reason for com- 
plaint.

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COUNTRY ROADS 


State Commission Gives Im- 


portant Hearing to 


Berkshire Towns 


General News 


HE HAD PLANNED 


TO KILL HIMSELF 


POOR ROADS ON THE HILLS 


Effect of the Five Per Cent Provision of 


State Road Appropriation. Many 


Towns of the County 


Represented 


The hearing of the, state highway 


commission i^ Pittsfleld yesterday re- 
sulted in some very valuable discus- 
sions In regard to the care of roads 
throughout the county. The object of 
the hearmte was to secure an expres- 
sion of opinion from the representa- 
tives of the various cities and towns as 
to the five per cent clause in the state 
highway appropriation act whereby an 
allotment, aggregating this year, about 
$:iO.OOO, goes to the small towns where 
no state highway has been previously 
built. 


At the 'opening of the hearing Chair- 


man McCllntock gave a 
statistical 


statement regarding the number of 
petitions which have been received for 
state road, and of the amount Berk- 
shire had received. 


One point he wished to touch upon 


was the five per cent of the total ap- 
propriation which had been set apart 
to be used inl the email towns, some- 
thing which was due to the push ajid 
energy of Berkshire county's represen- 
tatives at Boston the past winter. The 
exact method of carrying on the work 
has not been decided upon yet, but the 
speaker thought it should be carried 
on along the same general line as in, 
the cither cases. This means cutting 
down the grades and putting the roads 
in such shape that it would not be nec- 
essary to alter them much in construct 
ing the state road in the future, thus 
making the work or a permanent char- 
acter. 


The commission has received 33 pe- 


titions under the new law and 26 L>f 
these have been accepted and allot- 
menlts made. Of the total allotment 
34.8 per cent goes to Berkshire. 


County Commissioner Wood called 


the roll of towns of the county in ro- 
tation. For Adams Selectman William 
O'Brien spoke briefly on the condition 
and asked If it was the intention of 
the commlssiori to extend the road 
from this city to Adams. The com- 
mission assured him that such wan 
the intention. Register P. E, Shaw- 
criticised the condition of the state 
road in Adams. Chairman McClintock 
said that the cause of the ptoor road 
there was not due to its construction 
but to the fact that the road had been! 
washed by floods and that the hot 
summer had affected it. 


George Z. Dean telephoned Register 


Shaw before the hearing- opened that 
the Cheshire state r'oad waa very sat- 
isfactory. He regretted he was unable 
to be present. 


Col. Richardson 
of the 
board of 


county commissioners was called on. 
He thought the five per cent appropria- 
tion was an excellent feature t>f the 
present law. It would 
nave great 


effect in bettering the conditions of 
travel and the roads throughout the 
county. The new feature of the law- 
was a splendid beginning for Improve- 
ment of county r'oads. 


When all the townb had been heard

years ago. 
He went with a Scotch 


friend, who was a groat linsutet. Leav- 
ing Gibraltar, they reached Point Tarifa, 
and thfnce Tangier. Mr. Mullens thus 
describes his trip: 


Bo shallow is the harbor itself that 


even from our little 80 foot side wheeler 
we hail to be landed in rovboats. 
In 


this harbor lies the fleet of the empire, 
consisting of exactly one war steamer of 
about 3.000 tons burden, flvinjr the blood 
red etuign of Morocco. . Twenty years 
ago some Scotch engineers brought her to 
anchor in that hirrbor, and a month later, 
not receiving their wages, decamped in a 
body, leaving the steamer behind them. 
None of the natives knew anything about 
machinery, and in consequence from that 
day to this her engines have never moved. 


Like the capital of our most eastern 


possession, Tangier is a walled city. 
The streets are of the most narrow de- 
scription, nverajring hardly more than 
four feet in width. No wheel ever turns 
in them, and everything is carried either 
on the backs of mules or on those of the 
people themselves. So cramped are these 
streets that if a rmile is coining from the 
opposite direction to that which you ars 
pursuing the only Thing.for you to do is 
to retrace your steps irutil you come to 
a cross street and thon to wait around 
the corner until his mii'lephip passes by. 


The market place lies just outside the 


walls on the southwest side, and here all 
the people, saints, dervishes nnd others, 
daily gather. 
As you come ashore ynur 


boat passes through n, regular gate, like 
one of those of the Alhacihra, in Spain, 
which is the harbor pate of the city. 


The dny I entered I found tt»e stout Al- 


gerian harbor master sitting OB a beach, 
smoking a cigarette. 
In reply to a re- 


spectfully worded inquiry in my very 
best French he said: "You're an Ameri- 
can, 
aren't you? 
Then, for heaven's 


sake, talk English!" And before I could 
recover from my astonishment jie went 
OH: "Don't bother about that luggage 
now. Have that porter tnke it to the 
Oriental hotel and sit dow.n here and 
smoke a cigarette and have a talk with 
me." 


He turnpfl out to be a pasha who had 


been educated at Eton and Oxford, and 
he had lived some time in Washington. 
lie called on me afterward and was a 
very charming man. 


"Whea I was,, in Morocco, tbe emperor 


was a roving boy, only 17 years old, and 
the great man of the place was the sher- 
iff'of Wazan. n» waa an immensely rich 
man and had built as a fad the Hotel 
Oriental, to which my friend, the pasha, 
had directed me. It was situated down 
on the wall next to the saluting battery 
and was run by a chap named Ansaldo, 
whose mother was English and father 
Italian. The hotel was absolutely fire- 
proof, had billiard rooms and all sorts of 
modern conveniences, and a poker game 
was ran there every night. 


The table d'hote dinner at the Oriental 


was a feature. 
All other meals were 


movable feasts. But at 7 o'clock sharp 
you must be on hand for dinner, or you 
didn't get any. the sent of honor, next 
to AaaaldiB, went to the oldest guest, and 
when he or sfce departed the next in or- 
der moved into the vacant place. 


The richest nran in the place was a 


Greek named Perdicaris> He-had made 
his money in maritime trade. He was an 
American citizen by adoption and a grad- 
uate of Harvard college in the sixties. 
His wife came from Wtiiaington, Del. 
Perdicarls* home in Morocco was enor- 
mous—almost as big as the Waldorf-As- 
toria hotel it looms up in my memory. 
It had fully a dozen drawing rooms and 
must have covered two or three acres of 
ground. The gardens were fully a half 
mile square. 
«. 


Every one in Morocco seems to speak 


English, many of the Moors having been 
educated in England and other European 
countries. • 


TEe prison of the town is a curiosity. 


It is a kind of tower situated near the 
citadel, the esplanade of which is higher 
than the roof of the prison. In this is a 
hole through which food can be tossed by 
the friends or relatives of the prisoners. 
These are all thrown in together, and as 
there is no public provision for feeding 
them -you can Imagine the scramble and 
fights that ensue for the food thrown in. 


Thieving is looked upon with extreme 


disfavor in_Morocco, a second offense be- 
ing punished by inflicting blindness. This 
is done by searing the eyeball with the 
edge of a redhot sword. The thief it 
then turned loose to starve or live, as 
tate shall decree. If the former, It Is re- 
garded as for the best, on tbe theory that 
It is better to be dead than to be a thief. 


About the only good pig sticking to be 


found anywhere outside of India is in 
Morocco, but the manner of piinsulng the 
sport differs in(. the two countries. -In 
India a long lance, which is held in the 
middle, is used, while in Morocco they 
Use a short lance,. not more" than seven 
£i;el louiS, .\>!uiU is litm Lj the i,u3. A 
leaden weight ia placed on this end as a 
balance. It is an eTceedinjjly ^angerws 
form of sport, for if you should hnppen to 
miss a boar he would upset your horse 
as like as not, and on£e upon the ground 
you would run an even rbancc of being 
disemboweled by his tusks.—New York 
Tribune.

This history of a case of doable per- 


sonality hns not, so far as I know, been 
recorded before. 
More than 20 years 


have elapsed since the death of Norch 
B., nnd it is not now possible to obtain 
many of the details Which one would like 
to hriTe. But erea la its imperfect state 
the history seems to me to present pecul- 
iarities which make It remarkable. I will 
pive it in two parts. This first part con- 
tains information supplied by Miss X., 
who acted as Norah's governess and at a 
later period as her companion. This lady 
is still alive, and her wish to have all 
names suppressed must be respected. 
The information is supplemented by a 
few entries' in the notebook of a doctor 
who at one time attended Norah. 


Norah's parents died when she was 


still a baby, and unfortunately their fam- 
ily history cannot be traced. Her father 
was an English artist; the mother was 
French and much younger than her hus- 
band. They lived abroad—at Rome for 
the greater part of the year. 
It was 


there that they died, within a few days 
of one another, of malignant malarip.l 
fever. 
Norah was brought to England 


and adopted by a childless couple—her 
father's brother and his wife. 


The adoptive father has practically 


nothing to do with this story. He seems 
to have been a commonplace little man, 
energetic in his profession—ha was a so- 
licitor—and completely under Ifce domin- 
ion of his wife at home. Mrs. S. was a 
woman of strong and narrow religious 
convictions and of a kindly nature. Both 
were devoted to the child. They lived in 
a suburb of-a north country mnnufnctur- 
ing town, •syhore Mr. S?"hnd his practice. 
Up to the age of 8 Norah received a cer- 
tain amount of desultory teaching from 
Mws. S. Then a regular governess was 
encaged. 


Miss X. was at that time a teacher of 


tnore enthusiasm than judgment. Norah 
was very fond of her; she was a child of 
precocious intelligence; she was eager to 
learn. Miss X. was proud of her pupil 
and pushed her on. The child worked 
eix hours a day as a rule, sometimes more, 
nnd she really did Work. 
At that time 


unren-soning education was just coming 
into fashion. One is not surprised to find 
that shortly after Norah's ninth birthday 
the doctor had to be called in. 


He was an old gentleman, and he kept 


a kind of rough notebook in which he" 
recorded things of medical and other In- 
terest. He speaks of Norah as a pretty 
little gypsy. He found that she slept ill, 
was very nervous and had a poor and ca- 
pricious appetite. She was anaemic, but 
be bled her all the same. For the rest 
his treatment seems to a layman to have 
been sensible enough. He gave her a 
tonic, which probably did her no harm. 
He regulated her diet. He absolutely 
forbade all lessons for the neit three 
months. He sent her to the seaside and 
gave instructions that she was to play 
with other children. He noticed, by tha 
way—of course before the days when 
such things became a special study—that 
Norah frowned and twisted her face if 
she were asked a question that it waa 
difficult or unpleasant for her to answer. 


The child went to Lowestoft with her 


adoptive mother and Miss X. 
Mr. S. 


was detained by his business. The doc- 
tor had given Miss X. the rough side of 
bis tongue. In his notebook he speaks 
of her as "the hired assassin." She wan 
duly penitent. 
But the old gentleman 


recognized that she hnd mads her mis- 
take through ignorance and that the ' 
'adoptive mother had shared the ignov 
ranee and encouraged the overpressure. 
He saw, too, that the child was very 
fond of her and that it would be bat! for 
the child to part them at this juncture. 
Miss X. in her distress had resigned her 
post, but the doctor would not permit her 
to go. He told her bluntly that she had 
done enough harm without that. 
She 


was now as eager to amuse Norah and 
nurse her back to health as she had for- 
merly been to turn her into an infant 
prodigy. The child got rapidly better. 


On the afternoon of Sept. 28. 1804— 


the date is fired by a letter in Miss X.'« 
possession—Nornh went out to play on 
the beach with some young frienda 
whose acquaintance she had recently 
made. At teatime, as she did not re- 
turn. Miss X. went out to look for her. 
She found her alone under the clifi fast 
asleop. She woke her. 


"Why, Norah, you've been asleep!" 


she said. 


The child looked surprised. "I'm not 


Norah," she said. "Norah's gone away. 
I'm .Tunet." 


Miss X. at first thought this was seme 


childish joke. "And who's Janet?" she 
asked. 


"Norah's twin sister. Didn't yon know? 


Bhe's told me all about you and Mrs. S." 


So far as is known Norah's parents had 


no other child. It is worth notine, too, 
that the normal Norah nover spoke of 
"Mrs. S." She always called her "moth- 
er."Miss X". besran to get a little nervous, 
tut she'still tried to get the child to con- 
fess that this wns some silly joke. 
It 


%\as unless. 1'Iic cL;id persisted that 
•he was Janet. She was annoyed art hav- 
leg it questioned nnd asked Miss X. not 
to tease her. 
She was taken home, and there Mrs. S. 


clung to the theory that it was som« 
piece of naughtiness jf silliness on No- 
rah's part, though she owned that it wns 
quite out of keeping with Norah's usual 
behavior. The «hlld was cross examined, 
bulled, frightened, but all through she 


B'.nck to her statement that she was not 
Norah, but .Tnnet. Mrs. S. brought ont 
a new picture book, and she said she 
•would give it to her if she would write 
her proper name in It. 


"I will write Nornh's name If you like, 


but I am not Norah. She baa gon* 
•way." 


She picked np it pencil nnd wrote th» 


nnmo quickly and without hesitation. 
{Then the two women knew that' sonic- 
thing was wrong, for the name was writ- 
ten in looking prlass writing—writing thnt 
must lir> hiMil to a mirror to be road. Aft- 
er :hnt, at M ..-s X.'.-. ; iis^i'-tuui, ihi-y 
Cropped the question of identity tad .talk;. 


ed to her about other things. She se?mcd 
perfectly reasonable, but less quick to 
understand things than Norah usually 
was. It was noticed thnt, unlike Norah 
in her normal condition, she was left 
handed. 
Miss X. thinks there were 


some other slight differences from the 
normal Norah—in the appearance of the 
cj-es, the tone of the voice and the choice 
of words. But as to these she cannot 
EpcaU very precisely after this lapse of 
time. 


The child slept until long after her usu- 


al hour next morning. When she woke, 
fihe had no knowledge of anything that 
had happened since she went to sleep on 
the beach. She was completely restored 
to her normal condition. Mrs. S. had 
been in a state of great distress. It wag 
not uncommon at that period for people 
to regard phthisis as romantic and nny 
mental derangement as disgraceful. Cer- 
tainly Mrs. S. took the latter view. She 
was rejoiced to tind the child restored to 
herself, and she bound Miss X. to say 
nothing about the Incident to anybody, 
"lest people should brinp: it up against 
her afterward." She considered that No- 
rah had been too much in the sun and 
that this had "made her silly" for a time. 
Considering that the disappearance of 
the symptoms meant the disappearance 
of the disease, she did not call in a do> 
tor. 


Norab apparently completely regained 


her health. She did not become an in- 
fant prodisy. At the age of 14, when 
Miss X. left her and she wns placed in 
the hands of foreign governesses, she 
seems to have been a fairly normal girl, 
a little emotional perhaps, but with no 
tendencies to melancholy, fond of sport, 
eager to see the world. 


Eight years afterward Mips X. took the 


post of companion to Norah. During tho 
interval she hnd once more become an or- 
phan, and she had inherited Mr. S.'s for- 
tune, which was not immense, but was 
much greater than it had been supposed 
he would leave behind him. It gave No- 
rah an income of about £1,700 a year. 
She came to London, where she had 
many friends. Some of these were anx- 
ious to have her live with them, but she 
was 
fond 
of her independence. She 


wrote to Miss X., with whom' ^he had 
kept np a desultory correspondence, and 
an arrangement was soon made betwee.i 
them. They lived together in a comfort- 
able house in Hampstead. 
Hero also 


Miss X. noticed nothing that could be 
called abnormal about Norah. She was 
bright and energetic, fond of pleasure 
and particularly fond of getting new ex- 
periences. 


Nora-h was at this time engaged to be 


married to a distinguished orientalist and 
traveler, a man about ten years older 
than herself, to whom she was devoted. 
It was arranged that aftc-r the marriage 
Miss X. was to act as her housekeeper. 


Three days before the nmrnnee Vi'iis to 


have taken j:!ar« Korab committed sui- 
cide, poisening herself with oxalic acid. 
It is not a good suicide poison, because 
the antidote is to be found ready at hand 
in most houses. But Norah was not dis- 
covered; she took the poison in a diluted 
form and died In her sleep. 


No motive of any kind could be toned 


for the act at the time, and the usual 
verdict was returned. 


By her will she left to Miss X. an an- 


nuity and all her books and papers. 
Among the latter was a bundle of penny 
exercise books tied up' with string and 
marked "Not to be rend until a year aft- 
er my death." Rightly or wrongly, Miss 
X. mode no mention of these at the in- 
quest- It'is f om them that the btief 
second part of Norah's history is here 
written^ I have not been permitted to 
read the whole of these hooks as yet. 
Much of what I have read I am not per- 
mitted to repeat here, and of verbatim 
quotation I can give very little. 


These books are a revelation of the 


tragedy of Norah's life. They are con- 
cerned principally with her second per- 
sonality, Janet, and are not consecutive, 
long lapses occurring between the dates 
of the different books. 


There is no reference to the Lowestof* 


incident in them. The first book is dated 
when Norah was 15 years old. The first 
line begins: "I was Janet in my sleep 
last night. It is no good to pray any 
more. One day she will come when I am 
awake, and everybody will know, and 
they will shut me up somewhere and say 
that I am mad." 


That note of horror is repeated all 


through the books. She makes misera- 
ble little pathetic tests of her sanity and 
can find nothing wrong but that one 
thing—that'she feels that she may at any 
time loso her personality, that Janet must 
come back. She feela it a disgrace that 
she is not like other people; she longs for 
help and sympathy, yet not for worlds 
would she speak of her trouble to a sin- 
gle soul. 


She appears to have some means, never 


Indicated, of communicating with this 
mysterious twin sister. 
She speaks of 


telling her things and of exacting a 
promise from her that she will never 
come back except when Norah is aloue at 
night. Then we hear no more of these 
conversations, which are reported ic a 
most matter of fact way, and another 
horror springs up, Janet means to rnin 
her. She will never speak, but Norah 
knows. 


After that comes a period of about a 


year, during wlftch there 8re no notes at 
all. This period coincides with her resi- 
dence in London and Includes tho few 
months of her engagement. 
Indeed it 


may bo doubted if Norah ever wrote in 
the book aj;ain, for the next entry, which 
is the last, i» written in the looking glass 
band. I held it to a mirror and read: 


"I have come back for a little while, 


but tomorrow I shall come back to stay. 
I shall take him away from yen, Sister 
Norah. It is I that he will marry. I 
wonder what you thought. For a long 
time"— 


There the sentence breaks off abruptly. 


It bears the date of the day on which 
Norah committed suicide. 


As a case of double personality It Is ex- 


plicable doubtless on the theory of abso- 
lute Bomnamhulisrri. but it suggests other 
questions less easy to answer. A clover 
novelist n-iicht be able to make something 
of it, filling in the lacnnm. Of course, h« 
would be using a motive that has been 
used bpfore; but, then, all the motives 
have been used before.—Chicago Times* 
Herald.

DESCRIPTION OF MAUSEKT'S 


BLOCK. 


The following is taken from the Ad- 


ams Freeman and is a description of 
llausert. Bros, block tv> be built on the 
Barker lot on Park street. 


Sfc* new block will be three stories 


high. 10S feet front with, a depth of 70 
feet on the first story and 50 feet on 
the other two. It will be of common 
brick on the sides and back while on 
the front the first story, comprising 5 
stores and the main front entrance, 
will be mostly of plate glass fronts for 
thestores with ornament*! posts of 
iron, high polish brass rods connecting 
the posts in front of the stores. A 
honJsome galvanized iron cornice will 
be put in over each store. Over the 
entrance to each store there will be a 
leaded glass transom which will give 
a pleasing- and handsome appearance 
to the outside and a charming effect 
from the Inside. The front on the upper 
two stories will be of white marble 
brick with the rough or what is called 
the rock face. These bricks will be faid 
In cement to matSh the stone and the 
trimmingrs will be of the same kind of 
marble as the brick while at the top of 
the building there will be a heavy 
metal cornice of unique and handsome 
design. The block will rival the me- 
morial building for beauty and those 
•who are qualified to judge proriounce 
the plans as calling for the handsomest 
business block in Berkshire county. 


All of the inside finish is to be of 


brown ash which includes the shelving 
in the stores.

"The first time," said the old reporter, 


"I ever saw Inspector Byrnes—I suppose

of his statement of the facts that he had, 
as they say, 'got the story." He had the 
facts, all of them. He had corered the 
ground thoroughly, leaving no lead unex- 
plored. He had got it all. And he bad 
got these fxcts arranged in order so that 
they told the story—beginning at the be- 
ginning and running alone smoothly to 
the end. It was the story of the case, 
and that's all there was to it. I went 
over the ground and saw the people, but 
all I could add was a touch of color. 


"Well, when Byrnes came to he ap- 


pointed bead of the detective bureau it 
didn't surprise me a bit. I knew he had 
at least one of the qualifications requisite 
to success. I suppose that a special tal- 
ent or genius is required for the making 
of a great detectire, just as a great paint- 
er, for instance, or a great writer must 
have a gift for his work. But whatever 
genius he may hare it is essential to the 
detective's success that he should have 
the ability to get the facts in a case and 
an unfailing persistence that prompts 
him to get them all. You've got to have 
the facts to work on, to begin with, and 
the clew may lie in the slightest and most 
trivial and seemingly most unimportant 
of them all. And Byrnes certainly could 
get the facts."—New York Sun.

political club a few nights ago, after the 
chairman had askpd If there were any re- 
marks on a question before the house, s 
long silence was broken by a man who 
arose and said that he would like to say 
a few words. He was young, with a face 
not overattractiTe, and hia clothes were 
epcdy. He attacked the unimportant lo- 
cal subject with the ferocity of an orator 
upon whose words the fate of nations 
might have hang. He talked glowingly, 
continuously and uninterruptedly for 
many minutes, and in that time he man- 
aged to be on both sides of the question 
at once. 
It was evident that he did not want to 


offend either the supporters or the oppo- 
nents of tbe measure. He went back 
into history and quoted authorities upon 
abstruse topics, which he managed some- 
how to nake fit the trivial issue. In the 
course of his remarks he repeated many 
times the phrase "Now, I, as a lawyer, 
believe so and so," or, varying it, said: 
"My friends come to me and say, 'Mr. 
Blank, what is your position on this ques- 
tion?' As a lawyer I answer that it ap- 
pears to me so and so." 


When the man sat down, no burst of 


applause greeted his efforts, but that did 
not seem to disturb him.

EX-CONSUL WHLIAMS

The first big republican rally of the 


season was held last evening and in 
spite of rainy weather the enthusiasm 
of a large audience was almost without 
bounds. The occasion was the i-aisin<: 
of the McHinley and Roosevelt banjB. 
that now hangs over Main street, op- 
posite the Hoosac batik block, and the

event of the evening was tie address 
by O. L. Williams, who was consul to 
Manila at the time of the breaking crut 
of the Spanish'war and the destruction 
of the Spanish fleet at Manila, 


On account of the rain the program 


was changed slightly, and the banner 
was raised early in th« Evening instead 
of just before 
the 
nrcetinsr. 
Then 


shortly before 8 o'clock the City band 
marched to the place, and played sev- 
eral elections under It, at 
which a 


crowd quickly gathered. 
There was 


considerable cheering but nothing more 
formal.

Following this, the band played for 


a time outside Odd Fellows' hall, and 
the crowd moved rapidly In that direc- 
tion, so that by a few_:n!nutes after 8 
o'clock the hall was filled. Before the 
meeting was well under way thera 
were many standing in the back of the 
hall and they stood through two and 
a half hours of talking without com- 
plaint.

Philippines are worth more than one 
thousand millions.

Mr. Bryan tells of the terrible dan- 


gers of militarism. Bryan, wfio Is a 
paper soldier. Bryan, who led his 
.'brave Rough Riders ur> San Juan hill 
to plant the American flag there;

But it is Bryan who fears this buga- 
boo of militarism. And yet, in 1S65, 
General Lee surrendered to General 
Grant, acknowledging that the cause 
was lost and that the constitution was 
not a rope of sand.
